Grayson Foundation Activities 

Evidence of some progress towards prevention 
and control of future threats of "swamp fever,” 
the deadly disease that attacked Thoroughbreds 
in 1947, and the setting up of a project to fight 
"shipping fever” and "the cough,” constantly 
recurring illnesses of race horses, are two of 
the important items in the report of the Grayson 
Foundation placed in the mails this week to 
members and friends of this "Rockefeller Foun¬ 
dation” of the Thoroughbred industry which is 
charged with steady research into diseases of 
the horse. 

The Grayson Foundation, organized in 1940 
and operating on funds provided by tracks, own¬ 
ers and others interested in the Thoroughbred, 
completed arrangements with the University of 
Pennsylvania in November of 1947 whereby the 
University, with a grant from the foundation of 
$25,000 a year for three years, began its study. 

General Raymond A. Kelser, Dean of the 
School of Veterinary Medicine at Pennsylvania, 
is vice-president of the Grayson Foundation and 
moving spirit in its research work. In addition 
to such leading figures in this country as Doctors 
John Beck and Evan Stubbs, the grant made 
possible the appointment of Dr. Werner Leeman 
from the University of Zurich in Switzerland, 
and of Dr. M. Dreguss from the State Serum 
Institute in Copenhagen, Denmark to fellow¬ 
ships at Pennsylvania and to bring their ex¬ 
perience in European studies to the project. 

The first aim, on which Dr. Kelser reports 
some progress, is toward finding a specific means 
of quick diagnosis to supplant the current lengthy 
one of inoculating test horses and to developing 
a vaccine which can immunize against the disease. 
Work on both is progressing well at the uni¬ 
versity’s Bolton Farm, where laboratory facilities 
and space for the segregating of test animals is at 
hand. 

This year the Grayson Foundation hopes to set 
up a grant of $25,000 for three years for the 
study of Equine Influenza, which, in the forms 
best known to horsemen, is shipping fever and 
coughing. Not as serious, of course, as the deadly 
swamp fever, but a constant source of trouble to 
racing men and breeders, these two outbreaks 
annually throw many horses out of training. The 
work will be started at Pennsylvania and, Dr. 
Kelser hopes, eventually be transferred to a new¬ 
ly equipped farm in the middle west. 

The Grayson Foundation is also sponsoring 
work at the Universities of Kentucky and Mary¬ 
land, where the RH factor is being studied, and 
research at Cornell.

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The Book Shelf 

Westward, Whoa; by Bert Clark Thayer. 
Carlton Spicer Press, 145 East 53 St., New York 
22, N. Y. $3-50. This book is a companion piece 
to Horses in The Blue Grass, Beautiful Hialeah 
and August in Saratoga, except that the setting 
is the racetracks of California, where Bert Thayer 
and his camera have been active for six of the 
last twelve winters and springs. The views of 
California’s magnificent Santa Anita and Holly¬ 
wood Park will be familiar to horse-wise Eastern¬ 
ers, but the many photographs of the Golden 
State’s breeding farms, agricultural fairs and its 
majestic mountains always in the background 
will open the eyes of those unfamiliar with the 
state of California. Bert Thayer has written in¬ 
terestingly to complement his always excellent 
photographs. 

Sketchbook; by C. W. Anderson, Macmillan’s, 
New York. $3.50. Once again has C. W. Ander¬ 
son, who once taught school, and who under¬ 
stands children and their needs completely, 
brought out an interesting and instructive book, 
which, primarily planned to teach the kids who 
love to sketch horses, yet has a great deal of ap¬ 
peal for the elders. In Sketchbook, Mr. Ander¬ 
son depicts the proportions of good conforma¬ 
tion in the horse, and shows in his drawings not 
alone how his finished excellent works are ar¬ 
rived at, but also how each part of the horse is 
depicted and the true balance of the animal ar¬ 
rived at.

The Racing Scene: 

A Top Stayer Appears 

By Don Reed 


A Maryland-bred horse, a Maryland owner 
and a Maryland jockey monopolized honors in 
Maryland during the fall season of 51 days run 
at Laurel, Pimlico and Bowie. They were Pilaster, 
H. L. Straus and Carson Kirk and the records 
they set up are unusual indeed. 

Pilaster, 4-year-old gelding by Pilate out of 
Air Cooled and who was bred by Straus, rang 
up no less than five stakes victories and was 
third in two other added money events to estab¬ 
lish himself as one of the outstanding distance 
performers of recent seasons. 

Straus, long prominent in turf circles, is presi¬ 
dent of the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion, president of Tropical Park and executive 
head of the American Totalisator Company. His 
silks were carried to triumphs in no less than 
half a dozen stakes this fall, five of them by 
Pilaster and in the other by Nokomis. 

For Kirk, a native of Silver Spring, the fall 
season was one of his most successful in a good 
many years of campaigning. Not only did he rank 
right up at the top among all the experienced 
riders in action in the state, but he won nine 
stakes out of the 28 specials run on the flat— 
or 32 per cent of the total added money events 
offered. 

Pilaster’s climb to fame started at Laurel. In 
15 earlier starts he had won five races but in 
stakes competition, his best showing had been a 
second to Andys Glory in the Granite State 
Handicap at Rockingham. Then, as horsemen 
put it, he "got good.” 

The mile and a half Sagamore saw Pilaster 
score his first stakes score. He carried only 108 
pounds but for the mile and furlong Grayson, 
he picked up 122 and won again. Moving on to 
Pimlico, Pilaster took the Gov. Bowie at a mile 
and three-quarters and followed up with a tri¬ 
umph in the two mile and a sixteenth Extermina¬ 
tor. He carried 124 and 126 in these two stakes. 

Under 126 he bowed to Miss Grillo in the 
Pimlico Cup in which he was third and under 
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the same package failed to get up in the mile 
and a sixteenth Prince George Handicap at 
Bowie. But in the mile and three-sixteenths 
Bryan & O’Hara Handicap at the same track, he 
finished out his brilliant season with a smashing 
victory under 125 pounds in the mud. 

Pilaster’s record was truly a grand one and 
much credit for the fine condition he maintained 
through the long fall must go to F. A. Bonsai, 
Jr., his trainer. 

The Straus colors have been prominent in 
Maryland for a good many seasons but this year 
was the first in which one of the sportsmans 
representatives made such a sweep as did Pilaster. 
New Moon and Quarter Moon had scored stakes 
victories for Straus on numerous occasions in 
recent seasons but neither was a distance runner. 

Kirk’s string of nine stakes triumphs included 
four on Pilaster (Willie Gilbert was on that one 
in the Sagamore) plus victories with Service 
Pilot in the T. K. Lynch Memorial, War Trophy 
in the Riggs, Gaffery in the Selima, Nokomis in 
the Maryland Futurity and Parliament in the 
Richard Johnson. 

While the Straus colors dominated the scene 
insofar as Maryland owners were concerned, six 
other stakes fell to home establishments. Most 
important of these was the victory of Alfred 
G wynne Vanderbilt’s Stone Age in the Walden 
while Mrs. O. L. Nyberg’s Irisen won the W. P. 
Burch Memorial, Breckinridge Long’s Loraine 
accounted for the Bowie Breeders Stakes, Miss 
Margie Fisher’s Shivaree triumphed in the Hei- 
ser and Brookfield Farm’s Istan was first home 
in the Laurel and the Janney. 

Pimlico’s rebuilt race course proved to be an 
extremely fast strip during the fall session and 
a number of track and one world’s record were 
set during the 13-day span of sport at the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club’s plant. 

The world’s mark went to Mill River Stable’s 
Miss Grillo, who turned two miles and a half 
in the Pimlico Cup in 4:14 3/5. She carried 118 
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pounds and was ridden by Conn McCreary. 

Pilaster set two track marks, one of 2:55 3/5 
for a mile and five furlongs in the Gov. Bowie 
and one of 3:39 2/5 for the two miles and a six¬ 
teenth of the Exterminator Handicap. The latter 
was all the more remarkable because the race was 
run on a muddy oval. 

In the Riggs, Mimosa Stock Farm’s War 
Trophy established a new standard at Pimlico 
for the mile and a half distance, running it in 
2:29 2/5. Two other records were established 
in overnight events, both by two-year-olds. 
Greentree’s Capot, who later was to win the Pim¬ 
lico Futurity, ran a mile and a sixteenth in 
1:42 3/5 and H. H. Hecht’s The Pincher set 
a record of 1:10 1/5 for six furlongs. 

Despite the speed shown over the new course, 
there were no reports of horses breaking down on 
the track and apparently, the Maryland Jockey 
Club management had come through with a 
combination of soils which not only was fast, but 


safe. 

While artistically the Maryland season pro¬ 
vided its usual quota of thrills through the ap¬ 
pearance of leaders in all divisions, from the 
business standpoint, the year 1948 was a "bad” 
one in comparison to last season’s figures. 

Not a single track showed an increase in busi¬ 
ness although during the fall season, Bowie’s 
average was slightly higher than the year before. 
On the whole, betting totaled $80,553,537 for the 
100 days of major sport as against $95,188,615 
for the same 100 days in 1947. The drop of 
$14,635,078 amounted to 15.3 per cent.

Racing in Maryland suffered a distinct loss 
during the Pimlico meeting when death claimed 
Jack Carpenter, a Baltimorean who had written 
racing over a long period of years for the News- 
Post and later for the Daily Racing Form. Car¬ 
penter was stricken suddenly with a heart ailment 
and died within a week. He is survived by his 
wife, the former Frances Giaraffa and three chil¬ 
dren, to whom the Maryland turf followers ex¬ 
tend their deepest sympathy.

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Maryland-Bred Bonus Payments 

Seventy-nine Maryland breeders participated 
in the Breeders’ Awards paid out by the four 
mile tracks and five minors of the state in 1948. 
Total payments to breeders totalled $43,660. Of 
this the mile tracks contributed $32,250 to the 
breeders of winners of open races with Pimlico 
and Laurel distributing additional awards total¬ 
ling $2,000 in Maryland-bred races. These latter 
awards are not required by the Commission rules, 
and are likely to be discontinued in the future. 
At the milers the awards are $250 in open races 
worth less than $2,500 to the winner, $500 in 
races worth $2,500 or more to the winner. 

The five minor tracks, whose bonus payments 
in open races are 10% of the total value of the 
purse, paid out the sum of $9,410. Pimlico, with 
$10,000 distributed in open races, led the milers, 
while Bel Air, which paid out $2,790 topped 
the list of the minor tracks. Amounts paid out 
by each track follow:

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Late Fall Activities: Best Horse Polls 

By Joe H. Palmer 

If you take the Daily Racing Form’s poll of 
expert opinion, and certainly it’s as good as any, 
Maryland put one player on the first equine All- 
American team, one on the second, and one on 
the third. There may be an addition to this, as 
hereinafter specified, but this much is certain. 

Conniver, bred at Alfred Vanderbilt’s Saga¬ 
more Farm but racing now for Harry La Mon- 
tagne, was chosen as the best mare in the handi¬ 
cap division, and Gallorette, from W. L. Brann’s 
Glade Valley Farm but sold in mid-season to 
Mrs. Marie Moore, was placed second to her. 
No one can pick too much fault with this selec¬ 
tion, though I think Conniver had a psycological 
advantage. 

Gallorette began the season as the best of her 
sex for at least some years and in fact she has, 
in her recing career, repeatedly attempted tasks 
which no filly or mare has been set since Esposa. 
Conniver began as a plater. They ended on 
about even terms. In the Comely Handicap, on 
October 27, Conniver was handicapped at 123 
pounds, Gallorette at 119. Conniver won it and 
Gallorette didn’t start, so this is only a handi- 
capper’s opinion, but a pretty good handicapper’s. 

Anyway, one tends to vote for the Cinderella 
story, which probably accounts for the fact that 
in the DRF poll Conniver led by 127 points 
to Gallorette’s 40. I’m not the least sure that 
Conniver could beat the * Challenger II mare 
on a horse-and-horse basis. 

Scattered, which was foaled at Mrs. Charles 
W. Williams’ Stadacona Farm, more or less over 
the fence from Sagamore, was picked third 
among the 3-year-old fillies, behind Miss Request 
and Bewitch. She came to her peak early and 
then left it, apparently for good. But she has 
one distinction that is going to be hard to match: 
she’s the only filly ever to win the Pimlico and 
Coaching Club American Oaks after being pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

She got to having internal hemorrhages when 
she was a yearling, and spent most of one day 
lying flat on the floor of her stall, with two or 
three veterinarians pumping glucose and what¬ 
not into her. Several times her pulse stopped, 
and the vets would have stopped too, except that 
she was by Whirlaway from the fine mare Im- 
peratrice. Well, after she had bled herself white, 
what little blood was left began to coagulate, 
and Scattered survived to bring $25,000 as a 
yearling and to win considerably more than that 
for King Ranch. 

Maryland may have another on the second 
team (next to Myrtle Charm among the 2-year- 
old fillies) if Gaffery was foaled at William

duPont’s Foxcatcher Farm, at Elkton, and not 
at his Walnut Hall Farm at Boyce, Va. Possibly 
the editor would know. Anyway, she has a 
rather peculiar pedigree. (Ed. Note: All Du 
Pont broodmares are kept in Virginia, none in 
Maryland.) 

When the Selima Stakes was inaugurated, in 
1926, the winner was Fair Star, which had been 
bought as a yearling because Mr. du Pont wanted 
a * Wrack filly. If memory serves, F. Wallis 
Armstrong picked her out, Mr. du Pont not 
being at the sales. Fair Star also won the Pimlico 
Futurity, and from nine foals got seven win¬ 
ners, including Star Galla, and the producer 
Star Fairy. Star Galla had four winners, includ¬ 
ing Galtown. Star Fairy is dam of Fairy Man- 
hurst, which won the Lawrence Realization and 
was second to Count Fleet in the Belmont. It 
was the mating of Fairy Manhurst and Galtown, 
grandson and granddaughter, respectively, of 
Fair Star, which produced Gaffery. Being inbred 
to the first Selima Stakes winner, Gaffery nat¬ 
urally won the 1948 running, and before that 
she’d taken the Schuylerville. Altogether, she 
won five of her seven starts. 

Hottest thing in Maryland at the close of the 
season, however, was Pilaster, a 4-year-old Pilate 
gelding from the winning *Jacopo mare Air 
Cooled. When he won the Bryan and O’Hara 
Memorial at Bowie on closing day it gave him 
a total of 22 starts for the year, and he had 
placed in 20 of them. He won ten, including 
six in succession, and five were stakes. 

He dominated distance racing during the 
Laurel and Pimlico meetings, and though *Miss 
Grillo beat him in the Pimlico Cup Handicap, 
and Inseparable beat him in the Prince George 
Autumn Handicap, the mare was getting five

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pounds from the scale, and the 3-year-old was 
getting twelve. 

Pilaster was bred near Reisterstown by Henry 
L. Straus, who has been quite successful in going 
at the totalisator from both sides. There’s noth¬ 
ing quite like having a good horse running for 
you and at the same time getting a percentage 
of everything bet on or against him. You can’t, 
do it unless you own some totalisators, as Mr. 
Straus does. What the totalisators have done for 
him isn’t on the record; Pilaster’s contribution 
stands at $85,950. 

Percheron Association Loses its 
Secretary 

Ellis Dean McFarland, 59, for 28 years secre¬ 
tary of the Percheron Horse Association and edi¬ 
tor Percheron News, died suddenly at his home, 
Harmony Farms, Elgin, Ill., late in October. 

Mr. McFarland’s official work with Percherons 
actually began in 1914, when he became assistant 
secretary of the organization, later becoming 
secretary. His work in this field won him national 
and international fame, for which he was deco¬ 
rated by the French Government in 1930, re¬ 
ceiving the Medal of Merit in Agriculture. 

Mr. McFarland’s genial, kindly presence will 
be missed at the many important fairs and shows 
of the nation, which he attended for the past 
40 years in behalf of his work with Percherons. 

During International week at the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Association, Mrs. Anne Brown was 
elected by the board to replace Mr. McFarland. 
Mrs. Brown has had wide experience in the af¬ 
fairs of the Percheron breed. She is a familiar 
figure at most of the important Percheron shows 
of^ the nation and served as personal secretary 
to Mr. McFarland for over 20 years. 

Reserve grand and senior championship in 
the stallion class at the International went to the 
sole Maryland entry, Rem Degas, 1947 Grand 
Champion, owned by Dr. Robert Snavely of 
Hagerstown, Maryland.

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Annual Meeting Report 

The annual meeting of the American Train¬ 
ers Association was held in the dining room of 
the Old Club House at Pimlico, Friday, Novem¬ 
ber 5th, 1948, following dinner at six o’clock. 

President Max Hirsch called the meeting to 
order. The roll of members was called by Janon 
Fisher, Jr., the Secretary-Treasurer, forty being 
present in person and fifty by proxy. Officers 
present beside Mr. Hirsch and Mr. Fisher in¬ 
cluded John M. Gaver, Vice President, and 
George G. Wheeler, Assistant Secretary. 

The minutes of the last annual meeting were 
read by Mr. Fisher, and approved as read.

stakes in the country. 

A perfectionist in all of his many and varied 
accomplishments, the new Steward will bring to 
the august body with which he has become offi¬ 
cially connected, a fresh viewpoint, one formed 
from complete experience in the many phases 
of the jumping sport.

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Maryland Fall Sales 

In November 1947 the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association sold 152 Thoroughbreds 
for $142,675. In the 1948 auctions at Pimlico 
and Timonium 52 more horses were sold for 
$1,085 less. In 1947 the average was $939. This 
year’s average was $694—down 26 per cent. 

But the market was not weak. It was in line 
with almost all sales this year. A lot of horses 
were being sent down the drain pipe, but when¬ 
ever anything with a touch of class or promise 
showed up it got attention. Many of the animals 
sold were on their way out of the Thoroughbred 
breeding picture. 

The Maryland auctions sell mixed lots to 
mixed customers. This year for the first time they 
were under the direction of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, of New York. The summary by

In the summary above one horse, resold Mon¬ 
day night, is counted twice. In no category was 
the average as high as it was a year ago. Nor 
was the class of the horses offered. 

The 4-year-old stallion Tailspin, son of Blen¬ 
heim II and Tangled, for whom great hopes were 
entertained when he was bought last year from 
the Greentree Stable by a syndicate of Mary¬ 
landers, was sold to J. Y. Christmas for $2,500. 

Other consignors included Old Glory Farms, 
with nine animals, Helis Stock Farm, with an 
even dozen, and Mrs. J. P. Maloney and Morven 
Stud, four apiece. Cape Cod, a ten-year-old stal¬ 
lion and frequent stakes winner in his day, went 
to R. B. Archer for only $500. 

Tuesday evening’s sale featured the top-priced 
mare Sopranist, by Caruso-Highclere. Bidders 
seemed unconcerned when a vet’s certificate was 
read aloud, showing her to be clean and healthy, 
though not in foal, but afflicted with locomotor 
ataxia (otherwise known to horsemen as “the 
wobbles”).

The Keeneland Fall Sales, which covered a 
whole week, with over 1,000 head of Thorough¬ 
breds catalogued, clearly demonstrated the 
strength of the market for desirable bloodstock.

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The Editor's Saddle-Bag 

October 16. Arrived in New York early 
this morning, after a pleasant and uneventful 
American Airlines flight from Gander, where it 
was plenty cold, with a howling wind coming 
down from Greenland, or somewhere. Went out 
to Belmont as soon as we had gotten set, there to 
watch Citation’s brilliant, if hollow, triumph in 
the International Gold Cup. It was a sad sight to 
see the unthrifty-looking Nathoo, by no means 
a top horse, and the handsome but scarred-up 
Bayeux, as the sole foreign representatives. Still, 
one wonders how many American horses would 
be shipped to Epsom, or Longchamps, for a sim¬ 
ilar special race. Home tonight from the long 
jaunt. 

October 18. To Pimlico this morning, 
thence to see President Straus at his office, and 
then to Baltimore, where business with the print¬ 
ers kept us busy for a while. 

October 19. Went to College Park for our 
Light Horse Production class, then on to Front 
Royal, to conduct the sale of some 65 head of 
the stock captured from the Germans and their 
offspring. Still unregistered, and likely to remain 
so, these Thoroughbreds sold for the astonishing 
average of $660, including a score or more of 
weanlings. Auctioneer Louis Merryman, Jr., 
wielded the gavel, doing a first-class job of it. 
Came home with a stop at Edwin Warfield’s 
Howard County estate, Oakdale. 

October 21. Arrived at Lexington, Ken¬ 
tucky, this morning by train, having come down 
to serve as Toastmaster for the dinner held to¬ 
night for Wm. DuPont, Jr., by the Thorough¬ 
bred Club of America. Had a pleasant day of 
racing at sporting Keeneland, renewing old 
friendships here and there. Tonight’s affair drew 
some three hundred horsemen, members of the 
club and their guests. Mr. DuPont made a sound, 
extemporaneous speech, in which he pointed out 
the danger of the spread of too much commer¬ 
cialized racing and urged development of the 
sporting side, with limitation on profit taking. 

October 22. Flew up to Chicago this 
morning from Lexington, there to visit Wayne 
Dinsmore at the Horse and Mule Association 
offices and discuss the state of the industry with 
him. Then back to the airport to catch another 
plane, which landed me in Los Angeles in good 
time tonight. 

October 23. With Myron Fox, business 
manager for Louis B. Mayer, I drove out to the 
Mayer Farms at Perris today, there finding the 
owner himself. Dr. Wm. McGee, of Hagyard 
and Hagyard, was there examining all the brood-

mares for pregnancy, so with him, Manager 
Harry Hart, and Resident Veterinarian Dr. Jack 
Baker, we were taken on an inspection tour in 
which we saw every Thoroughbred on the place. 
The mares are a grand lot, and will sell well. 
The yearlings, to go under the hammer in Janu¬ 
ary, are as good a group individually as last year’s. 
The rest of the group having departed for Los 
Angeles, we spent the evening visiting with that 
erudite gentleman, Harry Hart, a perfectionist 
if ever there was one. 

October 25. Came back to Los Angeles 
yesterday morning, visited a few friends around 
the town, and then took the Mercury for New 
York, getting back to Baltimore this morning. 

October 26. Went down to College Park 
this morning, then came back to Laurel for the 
racing, there to see Ed Nicodemus’ Laran score a 
good win for Trainer ''Downey” Bonsai. At¬ 
tended a meeting of the directors of the Asso¬ 
ciation of Maryland Horse Shows tonight at 
Henry Dentry’s place. 

October 29. Went over to Pimlico this 
afternoon to watch Citation gallop for his walk¬ 
over in the Pimlico Special, which was a disap¬ 
pointing finish for this year’s race, though hardly 
unexpected. 

October 30. A number of horses are al¬ 
ready in for the sale, including old Skin Deep, 
returning to Timonium after a long absence. 
Saw Harry Straus’ excellent stayer Pilaster win 
the Governor Bowie at 1% miles at Pimlico this 
afternoon, just after Margie Fisher’s Shivaree 
and Bob Hall’s Tacaro Briar had won two other 
good races. 

November 1. Had sales at Pimlico this 
morning, and at Timonium tonight, with a very 
selective buyer group on hand. The lush days 
of getting big prices for any kind of a Thor¬ 
oughbred are long gone now. Horses brought 
about what they appeared worth, no more. Barren 
mares are cheap. People don’t like the idea of 
the cost of a year and a half’s feed bill before 
they get action. Alsab’s Day was a good winner 
of the Marguerite this afternoon. 

November 2. Two more sales today, with 
moderate prices down the line, and very little 
of any account offered for sale. This was about 
the worst catalogue we have had in Maryland 
for some years. Nothing that could be expected 
to bring much. Surprisingly Sopranist, sold with 
a veterinarian’s certificate showing she had at¬ 
tacks of locomotor attaxia, brought $11,500 
barren, or rather, un-bred. 

November 3. Wound up the sales, a dreary 
lot, tonight, with the market getting worse in¬ 
stead of better. Not that this is surprising when 
all but five or six head in the three-day affair

November 4. Commander and Mrs. Peter 
FitzGerald, of Mondellihy Stud, Adare, Ireland, 
came in today for a bit of Maryland racing and 
to see a few horses, they being on a short visit 
to America at this point. The Commander was 
with us during the early days of the war. Took 
them to Pimlico for the racing, and to see Jimmy 
Jones and Citation, and the rest of the Calumet 
Clan. 

November 5. In New York tonight, hav¬ 
ing come up to judge ponies, junior classes and 
equitation at the Garden. Got in early enough 
to see the night show and to admire the great 
show put on by the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, as well as the fine riding of the Mexican 
and French teams. Sad to say, the United States 
has no military team, and Canada has only a 
private "scratch” team, with Douglas Clelland in 
the lead. The Horse Show Ball at the Waldorf 
tonight was a gala affair, but with a busy day 
ahead, we did not tarry overlong. 

November 6. This has been a long and 
arduous day, with a fine lot of riding kids par¬ 
ticipating in the many classes. The Maryland 
kids, as usual, were hard to beat in the pony 
, classes. The Equitation Saddle Seat Class was a 
tough one, but the winner, Barbara Pease, was 
outstanding in the group today. Teddy LeCar- 
penter, Cynthia Graffam, Billy Boyce, Jackie 
Ewing, Irvin Naylor, Barbara Taze and Nancy 
diPaula were local riders whose mounts were 
showing to advantage here today. Took it easy 
tonight, watching a fine jumping show. 

November 7. Had the Maclay Finals to 
judge today, this time with Bernie Hopper, from 
Illinois. Our winner was Charlotte Hanlon, who, 
like all of the six riders who placed, made good 
use of the riding "aids.” It was surprising to find 
how many riders failed to maintain any sort of 
contact with their mounts’ mouths, or who sat 
stiff as planks on their horses. Some came in on 
impossible horses and took nose-dives, or got 
so many refusals that they were soon eliminated. 
Finished up the judging detail tonight and 
headed for home. 

November 9. After finishing with the 
Light Horse Production Class at the University 
this morning I stopped off at Laurel to get some 
information on horses sold that were stabling at 
Laurel, getting to Pimlico in time to see Miss 
Margie Fisher’s Shivaree win the Heiser Handi¬ 
cap, beating the Maryland-bred aged sprinters. 

November 10. Shipped ten head to Lex¬ 
ington this morning, with the Pentagon Stable’s 
The Doge, who is leaving Frank Bonsai’s stable 
for stud duties at Carter Thornton’s farm at
